Aving lately perufed a printed Paper, intituled The 
Declaration of fames , Duke of Monmenth , Ec. Ithoughr 
it my duty asa true ſubje& of England, a true Prore- 
ſtant, an honeſt man, and a lover of truth, ro dif- 
charge (asfar as1n my Power it lyes) All true Subs 
Jes, true Proteſtants and honeſt men from the Impurarian of being 
any ways concern'd in abering ſoe villanous a Cauſe, 

Next, I ſhall eadeavour ro vindicate His preſent Majeſtic and 
Parliament under Him algpoblcd , together with thoſe ſuberdinare 
Gouvernours, Infinuated, or intended in the ſaid Declaration, 
from any irregular proceeding intheir adminiſtration of Juſtice, 

And laſtly , I ſhall anſwer ſuch particular accuſations as the Au- 
thors of the ſaid Declaration , have falſly aud impudently laid upon 
His May. (or any under Him) as they concerne his own Royal 
Perſon , the Proteſtant Religion © or our own lives, liberties, or 
Properties. | | 
pk: To the firſt, Idoeaffirme that all the rrue SubjeQs , rrue Prote- + z 
ſtants, and.honeſt men within the Kingdome of England , have 
promiſ'd and ſworne ro oppoſe to the urmoſt of their power with 
theire lives and fortunes, AI ſuch Noblemen , Gentlemen and Others 
nw in &rmes; whowill own, orare ſuppoſed tohave ſigned, agreed 
to, Or are meant tobe Included in the faid Traiterous Declara- 
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To prove this , I referre the Readersrothe Oaths of Alleageance 
and Supremacy generally taken by all Subjects, as allo the ſever ul ade 
dreſſes of all rhe Counties, Shires and Corporarions within the 
Kingdome of England; bur more particularly ro the late imanimous 
Addrefle and votes of Both Houſes of Parl. abour the 23, of May 
Jait as alſo of June 13th. That they would aſſiſt His Mareſtie with therre 
lives and fortunes againſt Argyle , and James » Duke of lionmouth , 
and there Adberants, and all Rebels and Uraitors and All Others whatſoever 
that chall aſſiſt them or any of them. And when I come to,ipeake of 
Parl. Ifhall make ir evidently appeare, thar this preſent Parl, is 
the true, legal, andonly Repreſentative ofall rhe Subetts of Eng- 
land. AndI doubr nor bur our neighbour Narions are ajr2a4v cone. 
vinct, Thar the Kingdoms of Great Briztaine deteſt and abhorre 
this ſaid traiterous Declaration , and all Perſons aberring or Sub- 
ſcribing 1t. - 

Tothe ſecond : The ſaid Declaration ſerrs forth thar Hrs preſent 
Majeſtie uſurped the Crowne. That he avows Himſelfe ito be of the Romusþ 
Religion ; That he 'hath cald mm multitudes of Priefts and Jeſuits, Thar 
he Fath govern'd arbitrarily by colleting the Cuſt:ms and *.xciſe ſence the 
death of the late King. "That his Judges are ſuborned and. fors [worne. 
Thar the preſent Parl. is packt Ey falſe returns , Iegal Chartres , witha 
great deal more of ſuch ſtufe , which oblidg'd them to be take themy 
,gelus ro Arms, Theſe accuſations help re make up ſoe abſurd and 

_ ridiculous alibel, that 1t wants the Common Excuſe of plefantne 
and witt , and indeed deſerv*s nor a ſober anſwer, 7 Bur, leaſt ſtran- 
gers ſhould poſſibly be impoſ'd upon for want of thar true know- 
ledge of our Engliſh affairs and Government, which Engliſhmen 
wy ſuppo!'d ro have ,I ſhall bieifly anſwerevery particutar Obje- 
ton. | s 

Firſt , His Majeſties right to the Crowne 1s ſo evident and cleare, 
that I chalenge all Hiſtorians, Civil Lawers or Examples in Chri- 
ſtendome to ſert forth a Title 1n an Hereditary Kingdome freer 
from Uſurpation then His own, both as to matter of Law, and 
matrerof fact, For ( {uppoſeing King Charles the 2d. dyed with- 
our legitimate Iſſue ) His preſent Majeitie 1s acknowledged by his 
Enemies as well as by ai! Chriſtendome , tro be indubitably the 
next, and Immediate Heir to His Brother. His acceſſion ro the 
Crown was ſo peaceable , that there was nor ſo much as one {word 
drawn, norone ſingle man raiſ'd to promote him ro it or ſupport 
him init: itwas1n plain words refigned and delivered ro Him by 
His Royal Brother upon his death bed; He was as peaceably pro- 
claim*dand Crown'd; As peaceably acknowledged by voluntary 

addreiles 


adereſſes from all parts of His Dominions : By all forrain Princes ; 
By the States of Holland and Thoſe who have there ar preſent the 
next and moſt Immediate right to ſucceed after Him , andeven 
by Amſterdam it ſelfe: andall this unanimouſly acknowledged and 
confErm?d by the rwo Parl. of England and Scotland and univerſal 
Concurrance of Ireland. All this would be ſo plain that rhe moft 
ignorant might comprehend it , were 1t not that Fames , Duke 
of Menmouth hath been and ſtall is believed to have a legitimate and legal right 
to the Crown of England , Scotland , France , and lreland, with the Domi- 
nions thereunto belonging : Tn anſwer to this, 1 doe affirme, that were 
the ſaid Noble Dukes right ro the Crowns of England &c. legitimate 
and legalas he pretends, yer as his circumſtances have hitherto ſtood, 
His preſent Majeſtie is noe Uſayper. To prove this further , I mult 
acquaint thoſe who have nor heardir (1fany ſuch there be) rhar 
the ſaid Duke was not only never ownd by the King , Privy Coun- 
cel , orany Parl. which hath ever ſerr ſence the Jare Kings happy 
reſtoration , Bur he hath been as publickly , ſolemly and legally 
diſclaim*d and diſown'd to be the Kings legirtmare fon by them All, 
as poſſibly the vature of the caſe would admittr : He as thankfully 
himſelte accepred the honour of bring declared the Kings Natural 
Son, when "hn Mr James Crofres ( the reputed fon of the late 
Lord Crofts) he was by the mere favour and goodnefle and recom- 
mendarion of His preſent Majeſtieprefer'd ro that, and thoſe high 
Titles which he larely enjoyd : And the late Kingſhimſelfe , when 
he was upon his death bed , and ſenſible that he could nor our live 
24. hours, andby conſequence had noe apprchenſions of popisb poy- 
ſons, orblunderbeſies , or could be influenced by Popizh Moriees or 
Inſtigations , was fo fair from declaring him His legitimate Son , or 
leaving his Crown unto him ; Thar he left him nor ſoe much as his 
bleſſing, which 1ndeed he had obſtinately forſeired by being a 
treble traitor, to his King, his Country , andro his Father, and 
by giving publickly rhe lye, ro his late and preſent Majeſtie , by 
thar Gentleman like trick with which he took his laſt leave'of white 
hall. . Now when theſe known circumſtances ( beſides many more 
too long tobe ſerr forth) ſhall be duly conſidered , ler all ſober and 
Impartial men judge , whether there be che leaſt probable grounds * 
ro believe this pretended legitimate and legal right , and whether it be 
morally poſſible, rhat the King thould be {oe unjuſt and unnatural , 
asro diſiuherit his only Son , Whom he ſo long , and fo truly lo. 
ved, and morcover ſtho:]d'confirmeittoo, even art laſt, when 
neither hopes nor danger could prevent Him from declaring the 
truth : The pretended right therefore of the Duke of Monmouth, 
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being ſo highly imptobable , or ar leaſt, doubrful, IT fayin this 
caſe, alrho the Duke of Monmouth had a concealed; right, yerin 
the mean time until this right could be legally and peaceably prov'd 
and granted to him , His preſent Majeſtie cannot be repured, ei- 
ther in reaſon, in Law, or in conſcience an Uſurper. This accuſae 
tion therefore is ( as I Aid) ridiculous and frivolous. His Majeſties 
next pretended crime is, that he ownd Himſelf bairfac't ro be of the Romith 
Religion. Indeed ir ſeems ſtrange, that the Son of a King , and 
pretended Heir to three Kingdoms : Should have yer rq lertle ho- 
nour in him, asto impure 1t a crime to a Prince to practiſe pub. 
lickly the Religion which he profeſſerh, Muſt Hypocricie be rhe 
badge of reformation > And mult Integritie and finceririe be judg- 
edcriminal by the pretended reſtorer of rhe rruyye Chriſtian faith > 
Ah James Scott, God whois the Searcher of hearts, knows how 
well thy principles and thy practiſes agree; AndI muſt ſay (forT 
am noe flatrerer ) *tis to be believed thar were your inward 
man as truly known as your outward man hath been ( notwithſtande 
ing thoſe ſeveral ſhapes through which it hath larely run ) the r's 
not a Turk burwould be'aſhamd to accept of thee for a partner much 
more a Protefeor of his faith. Thirdlywe are rold tharHisMajeſtie Haeh 
eald over multi2udes of Prieſts and Feſuites. Sup-oſeing this wre true, [ 
can ſcarce tell of what nature his fault would be ; Bur this I cerrainly 
know,rhar the indiſcrerion of thoſe multitudes who went over, Isun- 
pardonnable, fince they know how they are expoſed and lyable nos 

only ro impriſonementrs, bur even to the ſentences of dearh irſelfe; 
And for once I will advance a Negative againſt a ſingle armarive, 
and ſay ( upon much berter grounds then they afirme ) that His 
Majeſtie hath never cald in ſuch mulrtirudes of Prieſts and Jeſuires as 
1s pretended , bur on the contrary TI have good reaſon ro believe 
thar he dorh rtorally diſcountenance all ſuch , except thoſe few who 
may be employed for the ſervice of His own Chapnel. 4tlv Ir is 


objected, Thar His Majeſtic hath govern'd arbitrarily by colleing the 


Cuſtoms and Exeiſe ſence the death of the late King: Alas Gentlemen, 
doth all this noiſe and up roar againſt Arbitrary Power, abſolute 
Tyranny 8c. conclude in this one fingle prerended Inſtance of it> 
The caſe then isrthis : The Parl. of England had granted ro the late 
_—_ {upon good cauſes and confiderarions the fornamed Cuſtoms 
and Exciſe dnring His life z The King dyes, and His preſent Ma- 
jeſtie by Proclamation with the advice of His Privy Councel, orders 
the ColleCtion of the ſame unril rhe meering of the next Parl: Some 
reaſons I have heard given ; and they weie theſe, Firt, becauſe 


theſe Cuſtoms and Exciſe being granted ro the late King towards 
the 
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the Support of the navye, and for the defence of the Kingdom a- 
gainſt its Enemies, if the effeft be neceffary, the cauſe muſt equally 
continue and the defence of the Kingdome,, being the ſafety of the 
people which js the Supreme Lex, the means to procure this ſafety is 


always ſuppoſed ro be alſo granted, for qui dat finem dat etiam media, - 


eſpecially ſence the Cuſtoms ſo colleCted , were ro continue no lon- 
ger then unrill ſuch rimeas a Parl. could conuentently Afemble ; 
Beſides , the Merchants themſelves agreed generally to the pay- 
ments of theſe Cuſtoms, and declard , that ( withour any conſide- 
ration of the King inthe caſe) the abrupt ſtopping of the ſaid Cu- 
ſtoms, would prove more prejudicial to the Merchants univerſal- 
ly, then the payment of them could poſſibly be, Thirdly , the 
collection of theſe ſatd Cuſtoms was nor only reaſonable and neceſ- 
fary , but in the Opinion of eighr of the rwelve Judges ( as theſe 
noble declaring Gentlemen confefſe ) it was alſo Judged legal, 
and acccording to the conſtant Cuſtome and ancient practice in ſuch 
like caſes. And laſtly , the Par]. being Aſſembled, was ſo far from 
calling the Judges to account for re or the officers 
for their collection, that they 1r:mediarely confiimd the fame to 
His preſent Majeſtie as they had formerly cone to the late King. 
Now let the world Judge what reaſon theſe vioſent men have to 
take up Arms, againſt their lawful King and Governor ( which 
neither reaſon nor religion could ever Juſtifie ) upon the pretence 
ofarbirrary power and Tyranny , when this caſe of collerCting the 


Cuſtoms , reſol ved by the Judges as a forefaid, is the only fingle 


Inſtance which they have produit for either : men and Brethren exa- 
mine your ſelves jor yee know not what Spirit yec are of. 

Bur to obuiate and preclude my aniwer to the aforeſaid cafe of 
the Cuſtoms, theſe Gentlemen hage branded our 8 Judges with the 
Infamous Titles of ſubernd and foeſoern : In deedIknow nor how 
farr theſe reverend Judges of the Land, and adminiſtrators of Ju- 
ſtice amongſt us ( made allo by the late King) may be guilty of 
two ſuch crimesas perjurye and ſubornation , bur this I will affir- 
me, that ifſo many men born of good families, of honourable E- 
ducation, learning, wiſdome, - pietie, and of irreprochable lives 
and converſations can be capable of commitring ſuch enormous of- 
fences, Ican never reatorably hope ro ſee the Benches free from 
corrupt mercirary and the. worſt of n-en, no, not when James Du- 
ke of Monmouth and his Kebells shall hawe taken care for 'the ſuture for 
debarring 1gnorant ſcancalous and mercinar» men from the admmiſtration of 
tuf ice, and tat the ludges thall hold ther laces by the ancient tenure of 


quam du ſe bene ,eſſerms , or that tbe wiſdome of his imagmary r arl. chal 
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have ſettled ſome way aud method for the approbation of ſuch ar call be aduan- 
ced to the degree and dignitie of Fudges, 

' Andlaitly, rhat no conſideration might ſtop the progres of their 
villanous deſfignes, andhfving made way for the execution of them 
by the condemnation of the King with all His Miniſters and Jud- 
ges, they now fall foul upon,and profane their pretended facred I- 
dol, Parl. and ell us that this preſent Parl. is a Company ofmen , pack't 
together by falfe retuns , legal Chartres and other corrupt means, And 
ſo by the way leaves noe hopes of a true legal Pail, whilſt 
the ſun and moon endure; Tor ifJames Dnke of Yorka Traitor, Ty- 
rant, anda popiſh uſurper (as they call Him) hath beenable with 
out force to pack ſuch a Parl. in which there areas many; Rich, 
Noble, Honeſt worthy Gentlemen, as any Parl hath ever known 
how ſhall we hope that the trueProteſtant JamesDuke ofMonmouth 
back'r by his prerended legitimate and legal right, together with 
the 26 of the Tword ſhould nor be much more able to packa 
Parl. of the greateſt rebells Traitors Schiſmaricks and villains (ro 
the deſtruction of all good men ) that any age hath ever yer product 
The Experience of this hath been ſuſliciently ſeen in the late rebel- 
lion, for which ( with the murder of the blefled Marryr King 
Eharles the firſt, his part ner and accomplice Argyle, is not aſham- 
ed Blaſpemouſly to returne the glory ro God, Bur to come to the 
meritt of the cauſe , I muſt acquaint you how the conſtitution of 
Parliaments hath been for nere 5oo Years, which is a ſuſſicient tis 
me for our purpoſe, without ſearching farther into Anriquitie : I 
ſhall tell you then , rhar the Parliamentaire Repreſenrarives of the 
Nation were chiefly the Barons of England , and Knights of rhe 
ſeveral Shires, & Counries therein: Theſe two remaine with little 
or noalteration from that time to this, and to ſhow how farr rhe 
faid Knights may be taken ar this day , forthe Repreſentatives of 
rhe Commongof England, IT muſt alſo Informe you, Thar every 
Knichr ofthe ſheir; is choſen by the Major part of all ſach Com- 
moners who within rhe ſaid ſhires or Counties, have the value of 
40 ſh. per ann. freehold in the ſaid ſhires or Counties: Which priv1- 
ledge comprehends ſo great a number ofHouſeholders,rthat there axe 
fewmen excluded beſides ſervants and ſome farmers who arejoften 
rimes ſtrangers come in unto ns And the FleCtion of theſe]Knights 
of the Shires & Counties remains as it anciently was, withoprt 
any alteration Illegal Charrres, or any falle returns or corrupt me- 
ans other then what might have been uſed ever fence their firſt In- 
ſtirmion, and may continue to the end of Parlsand time. Illegal 


Chartres then have no relation to Knights of the Shires , becauſe 


there 
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'F there neitherare, nor never wer2 any Chartres in the caſe, and if 
F) any falle returns have be2n made, or corrupt means uſed , the Par: 
liament it ſelf when fally Aﬀembled 15 ]udge of the right arr rhis 
day, as formerly at any time it had b2enFFhus we ſec how far, 
Kanighrs of the ſhires may be repreicntarives of the Commons of 
England , and where the abu!2s or corrupt means inthe choice of 
them , are robe Judg'd and reCtifyed. 

The accuſation then of Illegal Chartres 1s applicable to Corpo- 
rations only, which from the Kings Chartres or Grants have re» 
ceived the Priviledge of ſending Burgefſes or Parl. men to Parlia- 
ments ; .Þ'o explain this, I dce again affirme (andIchalenge all 
the complotters of this Rebellious Declaration ro ſhow the contra« 
ry ) that this priviledge of Corporations began nor untill ths time 
of King John who reigned about the year of onr Lord 1199. Which 
was nere 140. Yeares after William the Conqueror and who was 
the founder of many and cald the Patron ofall Corporations: The 
Occaſion in ſhort wasrhis: King John, ro Ballance the Power 
of his rebellious Barons erected ſ{everall Corporations , and out of 
his meer favour and benevolence , granted Chartres to them upon 
ſeyerall Condirons and limitations , by which they had the Privi- 
ledge of chooſing and ſending Burgeſſes to Parl. From hence we 
mult obſerve rhete things. Ift. that rhis Priviledge of Corporations-Ye£< 
was noeancienter then therime of King John, and by conſequence 
rot a fundamentall part of the Engliſh Monarchie , which was an» 
recedent fo ir and rhe Creator of it 2. This priviledge ever pro- 
ceeded from the meer grace and benevolence of ovur Monarchs, and 
laſtly that it was granted upon ſevyerall conditions, which when bro- 
ken,rheir Chartres were forfaited in Law,and their Priviledges cea- 
ſed: And accordingly during this intervall of time,rheCharrters of ſe- 
verall Corporations, even that of London it ſelte)were forfeited ſuſ- 
pended, andſome times taken away. This then being rhe true caſe 
of Chartres and Corporations, we muſt next obſerve Thar Kin 
Charles 24. finding ſeveral corporations had notoriouſly broaken, 
or not performed thoſe conditions by which they held rheire Char- 
tres, Hecites them ina legal way by quo warranto's to rrye thire 
Caſe at Law, whereafter a tull hearing, (even to the content of 
the parties concern'd ) wirh the affiſtance of the moſt learned Coun- 
cel that England afforded ( as in the caſe of the Charter of London) 
the verdicts have been given for the King , and manv orher Corpo- 
rationsſen{ible of there guilt, or defirous ro have rhe Condirions 
of their Charters altered , having ſurrend'red there old Chartres in. 
ro the han1s of the late King , His faid niaje:tievur of his meer 


graceand fayour . dideither confirme the old Chartres , or gy 
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new ones wirh ſuch es , as in HisPrincely 
Wiſdome He rhoughr moſt fitt , according {ro the undoubred righr 
of King John, and the reſt of His Royai Progenitors. Now by 
vertue of theſe Chartres, and according to the Powers and Privi- 
ledges therein expreſt , thoſe Corporations have choſen and fenr 
theire Repreſeurarives or Burgheftes to his preſent Parl. And rhis 
being the exa&t Stare of the caſe , I appeal ro all men of ſenfe and 
reaſon, whether theſe Chartres can be cald Illegal, or*rheire 
Burgefſes {being duly choſen according to them ) a' Company of 
men packt together by [corrupt and fraudulent means. And this 
confirms wharlT att firſt averd , rhar this preſent Parl, being the 
rrue, legal and only Repreſentarive of all the true SubjeCts of Eng- 
land, the whole Nation hath by them dereſted and abhord this rrat- 
rerous Declaration andall rhe Rebells concerned in it, 

I come now to the third and laſt head which contains the falſe 
1impudent and particular refleCtions ofrhe lare Duke of Moumouth 
againſt His Majeſties ſacred Perſon, 1n which he 1s not aſhamd like 
a baſe villain, ro call him murderer, Aſaſſim, Traitor and ſuche 
like, and inſtanceth the murder of Sr Edmund Bury Godfrey, the death 
of the late Earl of Eſſex, and that even of the lare King His moſt 
dearely beloved Brother, He mentions alſo the burning of the ciry 
of London, and eqn eo of falſe witneſſes ; Now ler all men 
of honour, and menofarms Judge, whether this belike a Decla- 
ration of warr upon the pretence of a /egal and legitimate right to three 
Kingdoms, or rather the moſt {currulous and fawcy Invectve of 
ſome mean poor ſpirited railing fellow, who ſhows himſelfe ar leaſt 
hereby ro bethe true Son of thar;impudenr ſcandalous abandond 
woman his Mother,who after Monmouth wasborne became a com- 
mon ſtrumpett ſo many Pe1ſons now alive whom I know, and could 
name : Hold not thy tongue 0 God of my praiſe , for the mouth of the wicked , 
and the mouthful of decent, are opered upon me ; They have ſpoken to me with 
a lying tongue , They compeſſed me about alſo with words of hatred , aud 
fought againſt me without a cauſe , They have rewarded {me evil for good and 
batred for my friendship ; les his days be few , and let another take bs charge, 
let his poſteritre he deſtroyed , and mthe generation following, let theire name

It would be impertinency and great preſumprion in me ſhould ] 


pretend fo anſwer crimes , which areſoe farr from being ſuſpected 
toberrae, char Tam perſwaded rhty are nor believed by rhe Slan- 
derers themſelves : Befides, as the rruth of moſt of theſe caſes 
hath been legally diſcover*dand atreſte2, ſoe neither time nor place 


will permitt meto infert the ſeveral tryals avd Evidences, which 
have 
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have been given in them. Tam fſufficietly convin&, That the 
moſt un{porred honour , and moſt Royal, Heroick, generous 
and pious principles, andadtions of His preſent Majeſtie, even ro 

niceneſle Ir ſeife, rhrough the,whole!courſe and circumitances of 
his life, and ſeries of His private as well as publick a&@ions, are 

ſoe notoriouſly known through the whole world, thar all Chriſten- 

dome, with rhe Kings and Princes thereof, would unanimouſly 

concur, and beg ro become His Compurgators, and from rheire 

ſouls abhorr and dereſt thoſe moſt villanous men, and worit of 
Traitors, who foe falſly, maliciouſly and fawcily have dar'd to pros 

fane the Sacred Caracter of ſoe Incomparable a Prince : Pur that 

I may undeceive ſome Innocent menand-{trangers ro Qur Country 

who ir may be have been poyſned by the falſe reports, falſe Oarhs 

and perjuries of theſe profligate , our lawd, and inſolent Traitors; 
I muſt humbly beg His Majeſties leave , that I may ſpeak to two of 
thoſe particulars, of which _ my ſelfaneye wianefle to the one, 
anda competent, and Imparrial Judge of the other, I perſwade 

my ſelfe , thar according to the trnth of theſe rwo caſes, Thofe' 
who ſhall peruſe theſe Papers, will equally judge of the reſt. 

The firſt is rhat of the burning of London : The beginning of 
that fire, with its gtowth and progresis now as generally known , 
as its end: I ſhall only their fore ſay this: Thar being my ſelfe pre- 
ſent moſt part of the time , borh oy day aud by nighr, and a ſuffe- 
rer in thar fire as well as my neighbours, Thad many ſeveral occa- 
fions to be very nere His preſent Majeltte, then Duke of York, 
and I doe reftifie , Thar Hisdiligence, care, and pains1n ſtopping 
thar dreadfnl fire, was almoſt eqnal ro any particular 1ufferer 1n it; 
That His compaſſion and aMittion for irs progres, both 1n words 
and aGtions, ſeemd foe great as if He Himlſelfe had been the only 
Sufferer ; and His advice in quenching thoſe flames ſoe preſling , 
and ſoe reaſonable, that , had not mens fears outrun theire dang- 
ers or had His advice been vigorouſly followed, in all moral pro- 
babilitie, rhey had put a much carlier ſtop to that vaſt conflagrat: - 
on ; andall honeſt men are throughly and fully conyin&, that His 
then Royal high : the Duke of York, did no more direGtly or in- 
direC&tly contrive ( as they call it ) the burning of the Ciry of Lon- 
don , then'of the ſoe much celebrated Temple of Diana ( foe many 
thouſand of yeares ſence ) arEpheſus. 

The ſecond caſe, Is the poyſning His Majeſtie of bleſſ'd memorie ; 
Indeed the horror of ſoe damdaud falfe an accuſation, with the ſtu= 
pendious invererate malice of Jams Scott late Monmouth , andhis 
moſt accurſed aſfociares, doth _— confound my thoughts, and 
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ſtopmy pen : However» Imuſt ſay in general : That had it plzaſq 
God Almighty in his great mercy to us, ro have ſent an Angel from 
heaven and aſſured us, that he would take (in his due time) His 
Jate Majeſtie from us, but by a death ſoe natural, that there ſhould 
not be theleaſt circumſtantialtconjeRure of violence, I dare be bold 
ro affirme that the witt of man could not have found out or deſired 
a kind of death more natural and free from the ſuſpicions of humane 
malice, then tharofthelite King, In particular , the mannerof 
the Kings being taken with the firſt ffer, was Apoplefical » the Ef- 
feds, Azcpliftica! the Method and cure of his firlt firt by Cupping. 
Scarifying and ſuchlike , (accordng to the rules of art in rhole caſes} 
| anſwerd Apopl-Rical madications , rhe lettle diſtortion of this Mouth, 
and failing in Hisſpeech ApopleRical, every circumftance ioe much 
Apopledtlcal, that His laſt fic was plainly and truly for told Him 
(faccording to the Natvre of ſuch Apoplexies ) many hours be= 
fore their was any outward appearance of the firt, His Body 
when op2nd, His gutts, vitals , brains and All, were ſoe farr 
from ſhowing the Jeaſt ſuſpicion of poyſon, that they ſuffici- 
ently declared an Apoplexie, the unanimous concurrance of all his 
Phiſitians pronounc't a naturaldeath; And were all theſe circum- 
ances, wirh,many more, in ſufficient to prouve the ſame, yer the 
ſoft & hearthy tears alone,of that Undaunted Hero King James the ſecond, 
would convince Opiniastrite and incrudulite itſelfe , rhatt was im- 
poſſible He ſhould with ſoe much (orrow lamant a Death , which 
(as they urge) He not only had defird but contrived, whilft the Hy- 
pocriſie of the braveſt of men; mult have exceeded the vile difſeme 
bling art of the moft metcinary flave: And I defye Brinvillers 
( were ſhe now alive) with all the art of Indian or Sicthane Poy- 
ſoners Fo invent a doſe which ſhould ſoe fully in all points& Circume 
ftances reſemble fuch a natural Apoplexie, as that which caried off 
our late Blefſed Soveraigne, I have only one objeQtion to anſwer, 
which , how frivolous ſoever it;be, yer fince it is parnicular, and 
believed by ſcmemen, I beg leave to ſpeak to it: they ſay then 
that when thelate King perceved he was poyfned , he ſhould with 
great paſſion utter theſe words, Good Lord , what have they done unto 
me? Now as ſome circumſtantial truths have been ever mingled 
with material falſhood , like leafe gold over bitter pills, ro make 
them paſſe the better , ſoe | muſt ingenioſluy confeſſe , that I have 
heard His Majeſtic ſhould have (ſpoken ſome (uch words as thoſe » 
but good God , uponhow diflerentan occaſion from what it is now 
applyed, I have been credibbly then cold , rhar aftsr the King was 
recouyered from his firſt fitt , in which his Chyrurgeons , had cupe 


Him farrifyed andcutrt him upon the ſhoulders, and other parts 
ſem: the 
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the King (not knowing what had paſt whilſt He was ſenfeleſle, 
(and feeling ar Tait rae timarr and pain of choſe wounds which in His 
ficthenad rece:ved being lurprited arwhart he had nor f:lr before , 
ſhouid ſay ſomeſuch words as tholc Good Loyd , what have they done 
un'ome? Thus we ſee Innocencye brought to [upport the towleit 
malice, and Cruth it (elfe enjag'd ro confirme the moſt accuſed 
iye: Yet notwithſtanding all this, James, Dnke of Monmouth 
declares he will proſecute James Duke of York ( as he calls His pre- 
ſent Majeſtie ) for the afor:ſaidvillanous and unnatural crime in purſuance 
of a vote torevenge the Kingsdeath (upon Papiſtshe ſhoold have aid for 
ſuch was the voce) incaſe hecame to anuntimely end , until;he hath brought 
Him toſufſerwhat the/awsadjudged to be thepunt» hment of ſoe execrable a fat 
and in a particular manner —_— ſenſible of that barbarous and horrid 
parricide committed upon his father dothreſolu? to perſue the ſaid [James Duks 
of York, as a mortalland bloody Enemie , and will endeavour as wellby his 
own hand as by the aſſiſeance of his ſriends and the law to bave Fuſtice executed 
aponhim. Gently gently yong manand pur nor your ſelfe into paſ- 
fion , dog days are coming on, and if you heat your blood too much 
phlcbo to my inthe Jugular yeyne will prove your only cure. Burt to 
b2 ſerious: Never was villanous cauſe ſupported by a more ſutable ar- 
gument » one of the moſt glorious Princes and worthieſt of all man- 
kind » muſt be hectord thus, and ſufler ( if they could compaſle it) 
for an Imaginary crime, which was never commitred by any mor- 
tall , beſides themſelves in their Impudent Declaration, and thatin 
purſuance too of a vote fox. ſcandalous, ſoe unreaſonable and unjuſt 
that it muſt remaine a blott coall Parliaments and publik Aſſemblies 
which time it ſelfe can never wipe off. [I have ſpoke what is ſufti- 
cient concerning the death of the laie King , and ſhall only give 
you the cauſe and morive of that noble vote : 

Whilſt the lace popith plorr ( ſupported by the Teſtimonies of 
thar moſt execrable perjurd yillatu Ticus Oates, And ſome others 
as infamous as himſelfe) was moftin vogue. The houſe of Com- 
mons , our of a furious zeal to preſervethe Proteſtant Religion , 
had almoſt forgott Chriſtianitie , and raſhly paſt a vote, ehat if tbe 
late King should come to att untimeend they wouldrevenge , His death upon* 
the Papiits.

The adreſſes to the ſame effe& from all the Courties, Shires and 
Corporatiass in England , meer deluhon and mockerie; Witneſles 
of their own faCtion, and all concurring circumitances, meer ehear 
and leger demain, the Judges of our Land , deaf and blind ; and 
the moſt legall rryalls in open Court by 12. ſubſtanriall Gentlemen 
and Citizens ( againſt whom the criminalls rhemſei ves had noe ex- 
ceptions) the premedirared reſolutions of violence, and injuſti :e, 
Bur on the other ſide if what we have now aftirmd » and every ma« 
teriall part of it be true ( as heayenand earth know iris ) what then 
ſhall we ſay ro theſe incarrigible difſembling traitors and moſt bloo- 
dy minded Rebells? Heare all yee people, hearken thou O earth, 
and all that thereinis, And letthe Lord God be wittnefle againſt 
you , eyen the Lord from his holy Temple. Mich. :,v. 2. 

For St Edmund bury Godfry , and the Earl of Effex cheir caſe 
was exam ned wi v all the ſtrifctnefle and Juſtice, that poTbly the 
Lawin ſuch caſes 4pth, or can afford, and the devi! hjmſelfe could 
not haye invented greater lyes', then have been publiſhed concern» 
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ing the latter» by ſome of the rebells, bur to ſpeak more particular 

to that would reguirea larger volume. Sydney, Ruſiell and thoſe 

other Traitors, Who were executed for theiretreaſons, had no itonly 

all imaginable Juſtice, bur'mrch more favour and mercy ſhown 

them, then any of rhoſe Papiſts who befor: had ſuffers. Armſtrong ine 

deed was not permitred to plead to the meritr of his crimes, rot that

ipſofacto guilty and lyable by Law ro the puniſhment of treaſors ex- 
cept His Ma). out of his meer grace, and by the power of His Roy- 

al prerogative had pardoned hisour laury and had ſer him in; ſtatu 
quo prius; Which I ſay being a meer act of mercy as that of pardon= 
ning a man already condemnd, itis in the Kings Royal breaſt to 
have. mercy , on whom he will have mercy, andijfince the King 
was pleaſed upon this Occafion to refuſeir, Armſtrong can noe 
more complain of Inuſtice , then any robber or traitor that has been 
executed theſe 100 Y cares. 

As for our Religion , lives, liberties and poopertier , we enjoy them 

with (uch anentre, happy, lawfull freedome thar we are envied 

by all the ſubjects of Eu. ope ; nor is there an empire, Kingdome , 
Commonwealth or Goverment in the whole world, under wich 
ſubjects may live more happy and ſecure,then in our own ; theſe are 
beſides ſoe fenced ard hedged about (as the Declaration, ſayes ) 
that I defye the[witt of man, and power of Parl. ro adde one word 
which ſhall notrather erflave then en franchiſe, ruine , then ſup- 
pore them. 'The Proteſtant Religion, as it is now profeſt , hath 
been ſoc eſtabliſhed and confirmed by as of Patrl. for more then 
theſe Ioo Yeares , that except a Proteftanr Parl, ( and other then 
ſuch rhere can never be ) ſhould untroduce poperye, and with therre 
ext hands deliver up that power , which they doe, and may and gmt 
are {ce tenacious to preſerve, the Proteſtant Religion muſt eter- 
nally flouriſh in England » whilſt Kings and Partiamenors endure. 
In a word, our Religion , lives , liberties and properties an ſoc well 
founded , foe ſt:ongly fortifyed, avd ſoe Carefully protetted by 
Our moſt Gracious Severazgne Kiug Fames the ſecond, thar rn: h : the 
mac! inations and con{j1ractes 5t James, Nut ce of Monmouch ome 
years ience , noi the preſect open hoſt;hties pd de ftiblu Keobels 
lion of James Scurt, Argil, with che Accowpli 5, ave th af- 
filtance which they vaioly (and mnjuonfly to al Gori ii n+ rt) 
f;:er 
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Parter themſel+* s they ſhall receive from forraine powers, will ever 
beable ( by che bleffingof God ) ſo violate them , or break in up- 
ON Us, 2 Ry 

Thus 1 have ſpoken whatis, T hope , ſufficientar leaſt whar is pun- 
Etually true, concerning thoſe ſeveral points of which I intended to 
diſcourſe : for the reſt of his infignificane , rayling canting ſtaff, | 
think it not worthy of a further reply , for I perſwade my lelfe that 
what hath been already ſaid , will (atisfyeal impartial Readers, but 
nothing will convince rhe poſitive and the prejudic'r. His promi/es 
and his threats which are valtly great, are equally aytje and ridicu- 
lous, and this Chymeaical Hero woul have done mutch better to have 
amployed his thoughts upon ſome new conquelt in Terre Auſiral; 
mcognita , or of the world in the moon, then thus unjuſtly , wick» 
edicy » and bloodily endeavour to diſturbe the peace of three 
Kingdoms, which deteſt his principles and diſown his pretenſi= 
ONS. - 

For tho'e Proteſtant Kings , Princes , and Governours whom he im- 
pudently invicesto partake with him 1n his rebellion, as it is a pu- 
blick afront , and unpardonable injurie tothem all, ſoe I doubr 
not bur they will all as publickly diſown both him , and hisadhe= 
rants. 

To cunclude, if ever Rebellion was grounded upon the falſeſt 
of pretences » #t is ehis. If ever reb<Jlion was raiſd by the worſtof 
of men, againſt the Beſt of Princes, zt zs this, and laſtly, gf the 
moſt notorious, barefac'c finns of fornication , edulterie , cold murder 
and repeated apeſtacies , rapes and inceſt, were loſt inthe whole world 
befides, they might be found 1n James Score the pretended dovble 
head , and twice apoſeat popichiCapt, Generall of the Prozeſtantforcesand 

fal,e proteQors of the r<-o0r ned Proteſtant Religion.
